MEMORANDUM BY THE ASSOCIATION 


Medical Association : 


CONSULTANT AND SPECIALIST SERVICES FOR 
MEMBERS OF CONTRIBUTORY AND 


The following letter has been addressed by the Medical 
Secretary to consultant and specialist members of the pro- 
fession resident in the area of the Metropolitan Counties 


Iam directed by the Council of the British Medical Associa-

The object of the meeting is set out in the enclosed printed 
memorandum, which I commend to your serious attention. 
In view of the importance of the questions to be discussed, 
it is hoped that there will be a large and representative 


The following memorandum, referred to above, has 
been issued by the Medical Department of the British 


1. The proposed provision of consultant and_ specialist 
services for members of hospital contributory and _ similar 


schemes has arisen from a recent action of the Hospital 


Saving Association. 


Some months ago that body arranged 


that any of its members could, on the recommendation of 
a general practitioner, obtain a consultation at a fee of one 
Ruinea (the fee being paid by the contributor). A list of 
e consultants and specialists willing to act in this manner 
was to be compiled by the Hospital Saving Association and 
sent to the general practitioner concerned when a contributor 


desired that a consultation should be arranged. 


2. When the scheme was submitted to the British Medical 


Association it was felt that, whilst the H.S.A. was a movement 
which deserved the support of the profession, a ‘‘ closed ’’ 
or restricted panel created and controlled by a non-medical 
authority could not be approved by the profession ; and 


further, that the circulation of an arbitrarily selected list 
of practitioners might well expose those named therein to 
the disapproval of the General Medical Council. Moreover, 
if the scheme of the Hospital Saving Association were approved 
similar proposals would doubtless issue from other organizations, 
and thus it has become necessary to obtain the views of 
members of the profession engaged in consulting practice. 
Hence the meeting now arranged to consider a proposal which 
in time may, if adopted, have a wide application. 

3. The Association met representatives of the H.S.A., and 
placed before them the above objections to their scheme, and 
intimated that, provided adequate support was forthcoming 
on the part of the members of the profession concerned, the 
Association would be prepared to establish a panel or list 
of consultants and specialists. The H.S.A. has now intimated 
that if the Association adopts this plan they will make known 
to their contributors that a list of consultants is in the hands 
of general practitioners, and is available for those who may 
desire to obtain a private consultation at a reduced fee. 

4. It has been suggested that ample provision already exists 
in the readiness of a consultant to see a patient, if recom- 
mended to him by a practitioner as suitable, for a reduced fee, 
or even without a fee. But this does not really meet the 
position. In such an arrangement there is necessarily an 
element of charity, and the H.S.A. members concerned do 
not wish for charity. They want to pay for the service they 
receive if terms can be arranged which they can afford. More- 
over, although a general practitioner does not mind occa- 
sionally asking for special terms for his patients, he dislikes 
having to do it often. 

5. As already suggested, the principle of the present pro- 
posal may well have a wide extension. Thus it may possibly 
be quoted as a precedent when the National Health Insurance 
Acts are enlarged by the addition of consultant and specialist 
services, and although such enlargement is not immediately 
possible, it will probably be not long delayed. At present 
these services are largely provided gratuitously by the out- 
patient departments of hospitals. Were the scheme here pro- 
posed adopted it is not unlikely that many persons, who in 
other circumstances would go to the hospitals, would prefer 
a consultation at the consultant’s private professional address. 

6. An important element in the proposal is that the scheme 
should be under the entire control of a Consultants Board 
constituted as laid down in para. 8 (c) and (e) below. The 
Association has approached the Royal College of Physicians 
of London and the Royal College of Surgeons of England, 
as to whether they would be willing, each, to appoint two 
representatives to the Consultants Board, also the British 
College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists as to whether it 
would be willing to appoint one representative to the Board. 
The Councils of the Royal College of Surgeons of England 
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Britisn Mepican } 


and the British College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists 
have intimated that in the event of the proposed scheme 
being adopted by the consultants in London they would be 
willing to make the suggested appointments. So far no 
definite detision has been taken by the Royal College of 
Physicians of London. 

7. The first question to be answered by the meeting of 
December 10th is whether or not it is advisable that a list 
of consultants should be prepared and circulated to general 
practitioners with a view to providing for persons of the 
economic status indicated by membership of the Hospital 
Saving Association private consultations at a reduced fee. 
The following income limits, which are in conformity with 
those set out in the British Medical Association’s Hospital 
Policy, govern membership of the H.S.A.: 

Class I.—Limit of income £200 or £4 a week. (a) 
Single persons over 16 years of age. (b) Widow or 
widower without children under 16 years of age. 

Class II.—Limit of income £250 or £5 a week. (a) 
Married couples without children under 16 years of age. 
(b) Persons with one dependant under 16 years of age. 

Class III.—Limit of income £300 or £6 a week. (a) 
Married couples with a child or children under 16 years 
of age. (b) Persons with more than one dependant under 
16 years of age. 

8. If the meeting gives an affirmative answer to this ques- 
tion the Association proposes to develop and apply a practical 
scheme on the following lines: 

(a) That the area to be covered in the first instance by the 
list or panel be the Metropolitan area of King Edward’s 
Hospital Fund for London, with the understanding that the 
list will be for the benefit of H.S.A. contributors desiring 
such a service, and that the arrangement may be extended to 
provide similar services to the members of recognized bodies 
elsewhere. 

(b) That the names included in the list be arranged alpha- 
betically under the following headings: physicians, surgeons, 
gynaecologists, dermatologists, oto-rhino-laryngologists, and 
radiologists ; practitioners in any division being permitted to 
have added to their names indications of their specialties. 

(c) That the determination for admission of a practitioner 
to the list as satisfying one or more of the following criteria: 
(i) that he has held hospital or other appointments affording 
special opportunities for acquiring special skill and experience 
of the kind required for the performance of the service 
rendered, and has had actual recent practice in performing 
the service rendered or services of a similar character; or 
(ii) that he has had special academic or post-graduate study 
of a subject which comprises the service rendered, and has 
had actual recent practice as aforesaid ; or (iii) that he is 
generally recognized by other practitioners in the area as 
having special proficiency and experience in a subject which 
comprises the service rendered ; shall rest in the discretion 
of a committee (to be called the Consultants Board) of 
12 members to be set up by the B.M.A., but not necessarily 
confined to members of that organization, consisting of: 
3 physicians, 3 surgeons, 2 gynaecologists, 1 dermatologist, 
1 oto-rhino-laryngologist, 1 radiologist, and 1 general practi- 
tioner. 

(d) That eligibility for admission to the list and continuance 
on the list shall rest in the absolute discretion of the Con- 
sultants Board. 

(e) That the Royal College of Physicians of London be 
invited to appoint two of the physicians, the other to be 
appointed by the B.M.A. ; the Royal College of Surgeons of 
England to appoint two of the surgeons and the B.M.A. the 
other ; the British College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists 
to appoint one of the gynaecologists, and the B.M.A. the 
other ; the remaining four members to be appointed by the 
B.M.A., after advice from appropriate authorities. 

(f) That the Consultants Board so formed be empowered, 
when necessary, in considering applications for inclusion in 
the list, to invite advice from whatever source it considers 
desirable. 

(g) That the list, when completed, be available for every 
registered medical practitioner practising in the area, and 
that it be published, say, once a year. 

(h) That there should be an agreed schedule of fees. 

(i) That every applicant for admission to the Consultants 
Panel be required to sign a declaration that he has read the

SIR CHARLES HASTINGS CLINICAL PRIZE 
The Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which consists 
of an illuminated certificate and a money award of fifty 
guineas, is again open for competition in respect of 1932. 
The following are the regulations governing the award: 


1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observa- 
tion, research, and record in general practice; it includes 
amoney award of the value of fifty guineas. 


2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


§. The work submitted must include personal observations 
and experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, 
and a high order of excellence will be required. If no essay 
entered is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 


4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work 
to take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1, not later than December 
Sst, 1931, and the prize will be awarded at the Annual 
General Meeting of the Association to be held in London in 
July, 1932. 

5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and 
a contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any 
subsequent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 


6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of 
the candidate, or the admissibility of his or her essay, the 
decision of the Council on any such point shall be final. 


7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be 
distinguished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a 
sealed envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing 
the candidate’s name and address. 


8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded 
May, on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested 
to prepare a paper on the subject for publication in the 
British Medical Journal or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association.

PRACTITIONERS OF PHYSICAL MEDICINE 
GROUP 
The first meeting of the Practitioners of Physical Medicine 
Group of the Association was held in the Council Room 
of the Association on November 20th. The Chairman of 
Council (Dr. H. B. BRACKENBURY) was in the chair. 

Dr. Brackenbury explained that at the request of 
members interested the Council of the Association had 
formed a Practitioners of Physical Medicine Group, which 
soup included all those members of the Association who 

Specially studied the values of physical methods in 


the prevention and cure of disease, and whose practice 
was predominantly devoted to the application of these 
methods. Most of the work of the Group would be con- 
ducted by the Group Committee, and it was the principal 
business of the meeting to appoint that committee. 

Dr. C. B. Heald proposed, and it was seconded, that 
the Group Committee should consist of representatives of 
the various branches of physical medicine, and should be 
constituted as follows: spa practitioners, 1 member ; 
electrotherapy, 2 members ; massage, 1 member ; radio- 
logy, 1 member; deep x-ray and radium therapy, 
1 member. 

Dr. Buckley stated that in his opinion the successful 
working of the Group depended upon the administrative 
capacity of the members of the committee, and not upon 
the particular branch of physical medicine which they 
practised ; it would be the duty of the committee to 
consider the interests of all branches of members of the 
Group. On these grounds he proposed, and it was 
seconded, that the Group Committee should be elected 
irrespective of the particular branch in which the members 
practised, provided that there was one member of the 
committee who was also a member of the Spa Practi- 
tioners Group. 

Dr. Buckley’s motion having been carried the meeting 
thereupon proceeded to elect the Group Committee. The 
result of the voting for this was as follows: Dr. C. W, 
Buckley (Buxton) ; Dr. C. B. Heald (London) ; Dr. 
Geoffrey Holmes (Harrogate) ; Dr. F. Howitt (London) ; 
Dr. J. B. Mennell (London) ; Sir Robert Stanton Woods 
(London). 

Dr. R. King Brown drew attention to the review in the 
British Medical Journal of October 31st of a book by Dr. 
Wishart entitled Groundwork of Biophysics, and sub- 
mitted certain points thereon for consideration. It was 
agreed to refer this matter to the Group Committee.

the discovery of the Spy skeletons Dr. Eugéne Dubois in 1887, 
gsuming that Europe revealed nothing more primitive than 
Neanderthal Man, was inspired to hunt in the East, and found 
jn Java in 1891 the remains of Pithecanthropus, the Ape Man; 
the finding of the jaw of Heidelberg Man in 1907 played some 

in interesting the late Mr. Charles Dawson in the frag- 
ments of thick skuli he found at Piltdown in Sussex, and this 
led to the creation in 1912 of the new genus Eoanthropus, or 
Dawn Man. But the most important discovery of all, the 
fossils of Sinanthropus, Peking Man, was the result of a long 
gatrch by a team of investigators. The examination of a 
fossil tooth from China in 1903, unlike any known human 
tooth, led Professor Schlosser to prophesy that in that 
country would agers 4 be found the remains of some very 
primitive ape-like man or man-like ape. The Republican 
Government of China, realizing the importance of science for 
the welfare of the State, instituted the Geological Survey of 
China, and invited Dr. Gunnar Andersson of Sweden to be its 
adviser in 1915. From 1919 to 1921 he searched near the 
marble quarries of the Western Hills, and in 1921, on finding 
apiece of alien quartz, is reported to have said, ‘‘ This is 
pnmitive man,’’ meaning that the quartz had been carried 
there by human agency. In 1926 two teeth were found 
differing from all known human teeth. Dr. Davidson Black, 
professor of anatomy at Peking Union Medical College, on 
the strength of this discovery, induced the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion to grant funds for carrying on the investigation for two 
years, and, on the evidence of a single tooth found in 1927, 
he took the bold course of creating a new genus and species 
of the human family, Sinanthropus pekinensis. In 1928 he 
took the tooth all round the. world, but was able to induce 
only very few people to believe that his creation of a new 
genus was justified. This criticism persisted to the end of 
1928, when Dr. Bohlin, with Dr. Young and Mr. Pei, the 
young Chinese geologist in charge of the excavations at 
Chou Kou Tien, found a fragment of jaw showing absence of 
chin, and a shelf only known in the Piltdown jaw. The 
fragments of two jaws, together with a brain case, showed 
the remains to be unquestionably human. The Rockefeller 
Foundation now renewed the appropriation for another three 
years, and this confidence was immediately justified by the 
most impressive and significant discovery in the whole history 
of human palaeontology—the unearthing in 1929 of an un- 
crushed and almost complete brain case of Sinanthropus. Dr. 
Davidson Black spent four months clearing away with a dental 
drill the hard mass of travertine in which it was embedded, 
and revealed a skull corresponding in age to that of a modern 
boy of 16. The brain case showed development of the area 
associated with speech, and of the co-operation of hand and 
eye. In 1930 was found another skull, that of a woman 
probably 30 years of age, and these two skulls possessed 
characteristics which, in the reconstructed Piltdown skull, had 
been criticized as absolutely incredible. 

Peking Man, continued the lecturer, not only formed a link 
between Eoanthropus and Pithecanthropus, but revealed a type 
$0 primitive as to give some idea of the characteristics of the 
common ancestor of all three. The level at which these frag- 
ments were found in the cave at Chou Kou Tien belonged to 
the early Pleistocene Period, of an age estimated at a million 
years. News had just come to hand of the discovery in the 
cave of definitely shaped stone and bone implements, and of 
hearths where fires had burned, proving that it had been 
occupied by human beings, and also that fire had been used 

Primitive man very much earlier than the Acheulian 
Period—the earliest phase in which clear evidence of the use 
of fire had hitherto been found. Professor Elliot Smith then 
efly discussed the possible sites where the human family 


may have originated ; at present, he said, there was no 
evidence to justify any definite conclusion on this issue. 

In expressing the appreciation of the audience for a most 
stimulating address, Dr. Hamitt said that Professor Elliot 
Smith was the first of a line of lecturers who, he hoped, would 
speak on quasi-medical subjects rather than on strictly medical 
problems. In seconding the vote of thanks, Dr. Bryan- 
Brown remarked that he was well acquainted with Peking and 
the Western Hills and with their beautiful temples, which the 
slides had vividly recalled to his mind, and he considered that 
the address had been extraordinarily interesting, and ex- 
tremely good for them from every point of view. The 
astonishing vitality of the Chinese race was such that civil 
war, famine, and flood had not stopped them from carryin 
on scientific investigation. The vote of thanks was chao’ 
with great enthusiasm. 


Clinical Meeting 

On November 13th the Division was indebted to Dr. J. W. 
LINNELL for a very instructive clinical afternoon in the wards 
of the Metropolitan Hospital. Dr. Linnell showed a number 
of cases then under treatment, including a case of toxic 
adenoma of the thyroid, and mentioned a number of cases 
of tachycardia and of auricular fibrillation which had cleared 
up and improved quite dramatically after adenectomy. The 
diagnosis, he said, was often missed, and medical or expectant 
treatment never improved these patients. He showed a case 


of abscess of lung, and mentioned a number of other con- - 


ditions often wrongly diagnosed as pulmonary tuberculosis ; 
with increasing experience the tendency was to diagnose pul- 
monary tuberculosis less and less in these obscure cases. 
Conditions resembling acute rheumatism, but really due to 
staphylococcal and streptococcal infection, were then referred to.

Dr. StanLtEY WHITE showed two films depicting the prepara- 
tion and standardization of serums, and gave a most interest- 
ing lecture on some recent aspects of biological therapy, 
including the uses of the Schick and Dick tests, anti-gas 
gangrene serum, protein shock, etc. A short discussion 
followed, and on the motion of Dr. Jays, seconded by Dr. 
BrovERIck, a vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. White for 
his address. 


A further meeting of the Division was held at Queen 
Mary’s Hospital, Stratford, on October 26th. 

Dr. SANDERS reported on a meeting of Essex insurance 
practitioners, held to discuss the proposed cut in remunera- 
tion owing to the national crisis. He said that the majority 
of those attending the meeting agreed that if the profession 
wished to maintain its dignity the cut must be accepted with- 
out criticism, but that insurance practitioners should be ready 
to bring forward the claim for a more just remuneration 
when the state of the country allowed. The dissentients 
were in the minority. 

The SECRETARY announced that the Branch Council had 
agreed, subject to the concurrence of the Division referred to, 
for the transfer to the area of the Essex Branch of certain 
rural or semi-rural parts of Essex, at present included in the 
area of the Metropolitan Counties Branch. 

Mr. Cousins showed some x-ray films, and described a few 
interesting cases. 


At a meeting of the Division held on November 10th, when 
sixteen members were present, Dame Louise McILRoy gave 
an extremely interesting and instructive lecture on pelvic pain 
in gynaecological practice. The differential diagnosis between 
appendicitis and salpingitis was dealt with, and the treatment 
of the latter described. |. Dysmenorrhoea, backache, colon 
spasm, tuberculous infection, and other causes of pelvic pain 
were discussed. A series of lantern slides illustrating the 
conditions was then shown. 

After a short discussion, a vote of thanks, proposed by Dr. 
JARDINE, was accorded to Dame Louise Mcllroy for her 


address. 
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SHROPSHIRE AND Mip-WatLes BRANCH 

The fifty-sixth annual general meeting of the Shropshire and 
Mid-Wales Branch was held at the Royal Salop Infirmary on 
October 30th, when Dr. RicHarDson was in the chair, and 
twenty-four members were present. The first business was 
the induction of the president-elect, Dr. F. A. ANDERSON, 
in the chair. He was invested with the collar of his 
oitice by the retiring president, Dr. RicHarpson. Dr. MACKIE 
then presented Dr. Richardson with a past-president’s badge, 
and proposed a vote of thanks to him for his conduct of the 
work during his year of office. This was carried with 
acclamation. 

Dr. ANDERSON then delivered his presidential address, en- 
titled ‘‘Some points of general interest in eye, ear, and throat 
work.’’ At the outset the president asked for the indulgence 
of the meeting for faults which were almost unavoidable 
when one was attempting to treat a vast subject in the 
briefest possible manner. Dealing first with some forms of 
conjunctivitis, he mentioned the so-called angular type 
caused by the Morax bacillus, and reminded his hearers 
that zinc sulphate, two grains to the ounce, was 
a specific, and should be instilled in the form of drops, 
following a simple boric lotion. At night the lids should 
be smeared with an ointment of zinc and ichthyol in vaseline. 
*‘ Pink eye’’ was due to the Koch-Weeks bacillus, and it 
might spread through a whole school. He remembered an 
epidemic at Shrewsbury School in 1912. The treatment 
adopted was to put every boy in the school on drops of 
1 in 6,000 hydrarg. perchlor., and the epidemic was checked 
very rapidly. The condition could be simulated by putting 
soap in the eyes! Cocaine might have a very deleterious 
effect on the corneal epithelium. The speaker next explained 
the theories of the causation of glaucoma, and dealt with the 
important subject of its diagnosis from iritis. As regards the 
latter, in a severe intractable case nothing was better than 
the old-fashioned leech. 

Dr. Anderson next dealt with the various symptoms refer- 
able to the ear. He reminded his audience that reflex aural 
pain might be due to carious teeth, an unerupted wisdom 
tooth, or to a quinsy. Malignant disease at the base of the 
tongue might also give rise to earache, as might also ulcera- 
tion of the larynx. In examining a child’s drum the pinna 
should be pulled directly backwards, and not backwards and 
upwards, as in an adult. In cases of acute otitis one should 
always transilluminate the maxillary antra. Early tenderness 
over the mastoid was not necessarily of serious import. What 
was serious was the presence of late tenderness after the 
discharge was established. Menthol inhalations should never 
be used in infants. Cocaine and morphine had no local 
action on the intact tympanum. He considered that the most 
important indications for paracentesis of the drum, apart 
from actual bulging, were pain and sleeplessness. Dealing 
with the tonsils, the president said that in his opinion one 
attack of quinsy was an absolute indication for tonsillectomy. 

The last subject to be dealt with was epistaxis. . Dr. 
Anderson described the anastomosis of blood vessels comprising 
Little’s area. This was the spot from which $0 per cent. of 
all bleeding took place. In certain acute eye conditions this 
area could be converted into an artificial leech by scarifying 
it and causing bleeding. 

The address, which was illustrated by lantern slides, proved 
of the greatest practical interest to the members present. 
On the motion of Dr. RicHarpson, seconded by Dr. Urwick, 
a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Anderson for 
his address. It being now time to adjourn for the annual 
dinner, the remainder of the general business was held over 
to a future occasion. 

The annual dinner was held at the Music Hall, Shrews- 
bury, immediately after the meeting, when sixty-six members 
and their guests sat down. The guests included Admiral Sir 
Cecil Thursby, General Sir John Headlam, Mr. Edmund

National Health Insurance 


THE REDUCED CAPITATION FEE AND PRIVATE 
FEE CHARGING 


The attention of the British Medical Association has been 
drawn to statements appearing recently in the lay press, 
in speeches by persons concerned with the administration 
of the National Health Insurance Acts, and in resolutions 
by Insurance Committees, in which the suggestion 
is made that, while insurance practitioners accepted the 
recent 10 per cent. deduction from their capitation fees 
as their fair share of the burden which the community 
generally was being called upon to shoulder in the present 
fmancial position of the country, they subsequently ob- 
tained the approval of the Ministry of Health to an altera- 
tion of the Medical Benefit Regulations whereby they 
would secure a not inconsiderable new income by charging 
private fees to insured persons. One such statement even 
went so far as to allege that, whereas insurance practi- 
tioners would lose a million pounds by the deduction from 
the capitation fee, the alteration of the Regulations re- 
ferred to would result in insurance practitioners receiving 
in _— fees a sum anywhere from two to five million 
pounds. 

These statements indicate a lamentable lack of under- 
standing of the position, and constitute a serious and 
wwarranted reflection upon the character of insurance 
practitioners as a whole. It is desirable, therefore, that 
the following facts should be known. 

The first suggestion that there should be a deduction 


from the capitation fee was contained in the publication 
towards the end of June, 1931, of the Report of the May 
Economy Committee. The first move in the alteration 
of the Medical Benefit Regulation referred to took place 
in September, 1930. These dates alone prove that there 
so connexion between the deduction from the capitation 
fee and the alteration of the Regulation in question. 

_ The alteration of the Regulation was not asked for by 
msurance practitioners, but was suggested to them by the 
Ministry of Health in September, 1930. The sole reason 
for the alteration, which was made at a time when other 
alterations in the Regulations were under discussion, is 
to make explicit in a Regulation a procedure which has 
obtained, and been recognized by all concerned in national 
health insurance administration, since the passing of the 
Act. The principle underlying the procedure is as old as 
the earliest piece of legislation—namely, that whatever 
benefits may be conferred upon an individual by any Act 
of Parliament, no Act of Parliament can prevent the 
individual from adopting a self-denying attitude and 

§ to take advantage of those benefits.

This | of insured person who, while fully cognizant of his rights 


under the National Health Insurance Acts to all necessary 
medical attendance and treatment from an insurance prac- 
titioner, persists in his refusal to exercise those rights. 
Nobody can seriously deny that such persons do exist. 
Such an individual, when requiring medical treatment, 
visits an insurance doctor and states his determination not 
to take advantage of his right to free treatment under 
the National Health Insurance Acts, and asks to be 
treated by that particular insurance practitioner as a 
private patient and to be allowed to pay private fees. 
The insurance practitioner, realizing that questions may 
later be raised, explains to the patient the latter’s rights. 
to the treatment to which he is entitled under the Acts, 
and also explains that he (the medical practitioner) is 
unable to give him any better medical attendance or 
treatment as a private patient than he can give him as 
an insurance patient. Where the individual still persists’ 
in his determination to obtain treatment as a private 
patient from that particular insurance practitioner, the 
latter, in order to protect himself, has usually requested 
the patient to put his statement into writing. The pro- 
priety of this custoin has now been made explicit in the 
Medical Benefit Regulations. 

Quite a large number of insured persons of the type 
in question, on receiving an account from the doctor for 
treatment as a private patient, most conveniently find that 
they never had any desire to decline to take advantage 
of their rights under the Acts, and consequently they. 
refuse to pay the bill. Unless the doctor has obtained a 
written statement at the time the treatment was given, 
as now laid down in the Regulation, he may find himself _ 
in an awkward dilemma when a complaint is made against 
him by the insured person to the Insurance Committee. - 
The actual terms of the Regulation in question are as 
follows: 


1. A practitioner shall not demand or accept any fee or 
remuneration, other than the remuneration to which he is- 
entitled under these terms of service in respect of treatment~ 
given by him (a) to an insured person on his list, or (b) to 
a person who at any time whether before, during, or after the 
treatment, represents that he is an insured person: : 


Special Conditions Authorizing Acceptances of Fees 
Provided that: 


(iii) This Clause shall not apply in respect of treatment 
given to an insured person not being a person on the 
practitioner’s list who while understanding his right to 
receive treatment from the practitioner under the pro- 
visions of these Terms of Service requests the practitioner 
in writing to treat him as a private patient. 


SOMERSET INSURANCE COMMITTEE 
At a meeting of the Somerset Insurance Committee, held at 
Taunton on October 31st, Dr. E. D. Pixeo of Langford was 
elected chairman. In the course of an address he said that 
the committee was responsible for the health of 150,000 people 
in Somerset, excluding Bath, and the fact had to be borne in 
mind that to the working man and woman the loss of health 
meant bankruptcy. He had been in one area for thirty 


physical health and the general well-being of the people had 
enormously improved, and one of the chief causes was sobriety, 
while better education; improved housing, and better develop- 
ment were other important factors. He recalled the fact that 
certain discases were not so prevalent as formerly, and 
instanced the very material fall in tuberculosis. Typhoid 
fever, he said, had vastly decreased, and research was being 
carried out to endeavour to stop the ravages of rheumatism. 
An important item that would have to be tackled in the 
future was medical attendance on the dependants of insured 


persons.

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GENERAL COUNCIL 


OF 
MEDICAL EDUCATION AND REGISTRATION 


WINTER SESSION 


The one hundred and thirty-fourth session of the General 
Medical Council was opened at its offices, Hallam Street, 
London, on November 24th. The President, Sir DoNALD 
MacAtIstTeER, was in the chair. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 
The President, who was received with applause, 
addressed the Council as follows: 


During the last few days I have received the resignation 
of a distinguished Crown member of the Council, who has 
gained our high esteem since he joined us in 1926. I 
refer to the Right Hon. Sir Edward Hilton Young, M.P., 
now Minister of Health and a member of His Majesty’s 
Cabinet. He has won his distinguished position by many 
eminent services to the nation, in more than one field, 
and in taking leave of him here, you will, I am sure, join 
me in the congratulations and good wishes which on your 
behalf I have ventured to address to him. He will always 
be remembered by us as the first layman to be appointed 
to a seat on this Council, and by his interest and co- 
operation in its work, and on that of the Executive Com- 
mittee, he has earned and received our grateful recognition. 

Two former members have died since we last met— 
namely, Mr. George Jackson, Direct Representative of the 
Registered Practitioners resident in England and Wales 
from 1902 to 1907, and Mr. Edward Beadon Turner, 
Direct Representative from 1920 to 1925. Each mani- 
fested his interest in our labours, and brought personal 
zeal and varied experience to bear upon our discussions. 


British Dominions and Possessions 

The Executive Committee has received from the 
Government offices a number of recent Bills and Acts 
from the various British Dominions and Possessions, 
codifying or modifying their local laws respecting the 
practice and profession of medicine. Most of these are 
on familiar lines, but some indicate a growing tendency 
to make independent arrangements regarding reciprocity 
with other parts of the Empire and with foreign countries. 
These, as I mentioned in June, will ultimately have the 
effect of limiting or otherwise altering the privileges of 
practising hitherto granted to practitioners registered only 
in the Colonial and Foreign Lists of the Medical Register. 
The self-governing Dominions, under the Statute of West- 
minster, will, no doubt, in future exercise the privilege 
of negotiating reciprocity agreements of their own with 
foreign countries and British possessions, otherwise than 
through the intermediation of the United Kingdom as 
hitherto. 


India 

Progress has been made in India with the promised 
legislation for supervising and guaranteeing the standards 
of Indian medical qualifications. The Government of 
India has now forwarded a Draft Bill to constitute an 
Indian Medical Council with this purpose in view. The 
Draft Bill has been submitted to the Executive Committee 
for comment, and the committee, after consideration, has 
resolved that the Bill, as drafted, is designed to provide 
a suitable means of ascertaining and controlling such 
standards, and of furnishing authoritative information 
thereon to other countries, including the United Kingdom. 


Inspection of Examinations 
The cycle of inspections of our own qualifying examina- 
tions in medicine, surgery, and midwifery, which has 
been in progress during the last two years, is nearly com- 
pleted, and early next year the various official reports 
will be in the hands of the Examination Committee. It 


will be its duty, after submitting the ins , 
to the respective licensing for 
them to the Council, and to the Lord President of 
Privy Council, together with a comprehensive re 
the general results, and such comments and reconuinea, 
tions thereon, as it may deem expedient. 

A visitation of the earlier examinations for 
qualifications is in course of taking place, and it will 
accompanied by a similar visitation of the final exam: 
tions in more strictly dental subjects. On these the Den, 
Education and Examination Committee will base a “ 
and possibly will call the Council's attention the 
desirability of revising the minimum curriculum as Tec 
mended by the Council. For this purpose the commitig 
desires to be strengthened by the addition of certaig 
members of the Council specially conversant with dent 
education and examination. 


Standing Orders of the Council 

A report will be laid before you, in camera, from the 
committee appointed last session to consider certain of the 
standing orders which appear to require amendment in the 
interest of greater efficiency and convenience, -Variggs 
changes are proposed, which have been carefully fram 
‘with the invaluable assistance of our legal advisers, agg 
will no doubt commend themselves to you for adoption, 
to come into force for future sessions. 

I do not propose to detail the many communicatioy 
we have received during the recess from Governmey 
Departments and other public bodies, dealing with matte, 
on which the Council's advice or assistance was desite) 
Many such communications you will find recorded in the 
Minutes of the Executive Committee, to which they hay 
been referred by the President. They show clearly the 
growing public confidence in the valué of our opinion a 
questions of medical administration now accorded to it by 
the authorities concerned. 


Sir Donald McAlister’s Resignation 

During the summer I was unfortunately laid aside bya 
somewhat serious illness, and I desire to acknowledge vey 
gratefully my indebtedness to the chairman of the Bug 
ness Committee and others of my senior colleagues, and 
to the Registrar, for their most generous and helpful aid 
in dealing with the somewhat heavy correspondene 
addressed to the President. Thanks to them, I have reasm 
to believe that nothing of import has been neglected @ 
overlooked. Since my recovery in September I have bea 
able to resume my usual activities, and to make th 
necessary preparations for the Council’s work of th 
session. But I find that my strength returns but slowly, 
and that I am less able than I was to stand the strait 
of continuous sittings. Desirous of observing the maxim 
Ne quid detrimenti res publica capiat, I have accordingly 
decided, on medical advice, to ask you to relieve med 
the trust you first imposed in me twenty-seven years ago, 
when I was comparatively young and active. These haw 
been years of happy and varied activity, supported an 
reinforced by the loyal confidence and consideration of the 
Council and each of its generations of members ; and 
their benevolent tolerance of my imperfections. I shall 
never be unmindful of all their personal friendliness and 
good will have meant to me. These, indeed, have made my 
whole period of service on the Council, now extending over 
forty-two years, full of interest and satisfaction. I do nd 
intend immediately to resign my place as member, bit 
at the close of the present sitting, at the end of tw 
business set down for to-day, I propose to resign tt 
President’s chair, in order that, if you think fit, you may 
elect my successor at your sitting to-morrow.

REMUNERATION OF INSURANCE PRACTITIONERS 

Sir,—Dr. Raymond M. Pearce’s paper in the Supplement 
of November 7th, suggesting a varying scale of remuneration 
fot panel practitioners, impels me to write, as I have long 
intended, to plead the cause of certain panel practitioners. 
I refer to those in medium-sized industrial towns who are on 
the staff of the local hospital. 

Perhaps the case is best put by a statement of local 
conditions here, where there is a ‘‘ cottage’ hospital of 
forty-eight beds, entirely staffed by eight of the twelve 
practitioners in the town, all of whom are on the panel. 
Funds do not run to a house-surgeon. The population of the 
town is almost entirely industrial, and the hospital also 
draws patients from a very large surrounding country area 
occupied very largely by insured agricultural workers. The 
majority of these are on the panels of the country practi- 
tioners in the neighbourhood. As is inevitable, these country 
patients, on admission to hospital, fall into the care of those 
of the hospital staff most competent to deal with them. 
Some of the staff do not pull their weight. 

This part of the work is, of course, only what one willingly 
undertakes when one goes on the staff of a voluntary 
hospital, but the fact of being on the hospital staff entails 
responsibilities for one’s own panel patients which are not 
incumbent on the majority of insurance practitioners. The 
panel doctor in the large town or in the country who is not 
on the staff of a hospital sends his seriously ill patients to 
hospital, and only resumes responsibility when the patient 
returns home convalescent. It is very different for us* who 
tun the local hospital. Not only do we do the voluntary 
work of the hospital for the patients of those doctors not 
on the staff, but, of necessity, all our own patients, when 
in hospital, are under our own care—medical or surgical. 

In other words, the panel doctor who is not on the staff of 
a hospital undertakes enormously less responsibility and work 
for his patients than do we who see them through all illnesses 
save those which require the more skilled services of a large 
hospital. Not only this, but we give anaesthetics for our 
colleagues. It will be realized that this is no mean matter 
when I quote last year’s figures for our local hospital— 
namely, 885 admissions and 286 major operations. A very 
large proportion of these were abdominal emergencies. 

' The hospital surgeon is generally supposed to make up for 
this by his private cases, but in such a place as this they 
are negligible. Half a dozen acute abdomens at 10 or 15 
guineas would be a generous allowance in a year for the 
luckiest of us. Our very few wealthier, or less acutely ill, 
patients are apt to remember that the prophet is not without 
honour save in his own country and amongst his own people. 
The absence of a house-surgeon, as is inevitable in the small 
hospital such as I describe, enormously increases the work 
in emergencies and as regards anaesthetics. For all this, 
with practically nothing in the way of private surgery to 
set off against it, we receive the same capitation fee as the 
panel doctor who, so soon as his patient is seriously ill, 
shifts his responsibility by sending him into hospital, where 
he is treated by others. The obvious retort, ‘‘ Why go on 
the staff of the hospital? ’’ is fatuous. It does seem hardly 


fair that these two classes of panel practitioners should be 
paid the same capitation fee. 

As this is rather a personal letter I enclose my card and

Str,—I have read with interest and amusement the letters 
which have appeared in your columns on this subject. I feel 
that it would be almost possible to estimate the size of most 
of their panels by the tone of the writers’ letters. On one 
side we have those who would pay a doctor just a little more 
for 2,500 patients than for 1,000 patients, and so on. On the 
other are those who say that if a man has the cares of a 
2,500 panel his remuneration should be in direct proportion. 

After all, the continued success of a doctor, whether panel 
or not, depends entirely on whether he is a good doctor or 
not. If a doctor finds that his patients are bothering him 
too much with trivial complaints, he should point out to 
them that they are taking up his time, when it could be more 
beneficially given to those who are really ill. 

The capitation fee system of payment is, in my opinion, 
the only practical one. The trouble is, it is by no means 
adequate.—I am, etc.,

THE REGIONAL MEDICAL OFFICER 

Sir,—I find that many members of the British Medical 
Association acting as insurance practitioners are of opinion 
that the regional medical officer is an excrescence upon the 
insurance service, and that his entry into that service should 
have been vigorously opposed by the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee. So long as his functions were limited to adjudication 
upon chronic cases (long on the sick-pay list) one was not 
seriously disturbed ; but when my first certificate is held up 
and my case referred at once to the R.M.O. I think it is high 
time that the I.A.C. was up and doing if we are not to 
become dumb-driven cattle without a shred of independence. 

My patient was an old woman, aged 64 years, a ‘‘ seasonal ’’ 
bronchitic, attended by me every winter for ten years. On 
November 2nd I issued to her a first certificate. On November 
6th she was referred to the R.M.O. This is his report: 
‘‘T agree with you. Winter bronchitis undoubtedly. B.P. 
190/95.’’ I think this state of things is (1) a degradation of 
the R.M.O., who accepts’the condition of being called upon 
to adjudicate upon the honesty or the competence of an 
issuer of a certificate four days old ; (2) an insult to me to 
have my first certificate censored by a man probably half my 
age and with a tithe of my experience as a general practi- 
tioner ; and (3) an injustice to the insured person, who had 
to pay her own tram fare, then walk some distance in the 
rain, and sit in wet clothes for two hours in order to 
substantiate her claim to receive sick pay.—I am, etc.,

DANGEROUS DRUGS ACTS: WITHDRAWAL 
OF AUTHORIZATION 

The Home Secretary gives notice that he has withdrawn from 
Arthur Purvis, L.M.S.S.A., the authority granted by the 
Regulations made under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920, to 
medical practitioners to be in possession of and to supply raw 
opium, coca leaves, and Indian hemp, and the drugs and 
preparations to which Part III of the Act applies, and has 
also directed that it shall not be lawful for Dr. Purvis 
to give prescriptions for the purposes of the Dangerous Drugs 
(Consolidation) Regulations, 1928. Any person supplying Dr. 
Purvis with raw opium, coca leaves, or Indian hemp, or any 
of the drugs or preparations to which Part III of the Act 
applies, or supplying the drugs on a prescription signed by 
him, will be committing an offence. 
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NATIONAL EYE SERVICE 


NATIONAL OPHTHALMIC TREATMENT BOARD 
Medical practitioners are reminded that there is now in 
existence a national scheme for the provision of ophthalmic 
examination and glasses, at low inclusive fees, available 
to the following classes of the community: 


1. State-insured persons, whether or not they are 
entitled to ophthalmic benefit. 


2. Dependants of insured, persons. 


3. Non-insured persons whose total family incomes 
do not exceed £250 a year. 


All that is necessary for medical practitioners to do 
is to advise those of their patients who, in their opinion, 
need skilled advice about their eyes, to call upon the 
local representative of the National Ophthalmic Treat- 
ment Board, by whom all arrangements will be made for 
examination and the supply of glasses if required.
